U. of P. Expert Tells Na-
tional Underwriers’ Asso-
ciation of Need for Sys-
tematic E.ducational Work
in Senior Year.

Ertablishment of life Insurancs courses
In the achools, c¢olleges and universities
of the country s advocated by Dir. 8 8
Hushrner, professor of Insurance and com-
merce In the Wharton School of the
University of Pennsylvania. Dr. Huebner
le now engaged In framing a life Insur-
nnee text book for the Natlonal Assocla-
tlan of Life Underwriters, and It Is to
the members of this Influential Insurance
organization that he appeals to have life
Insuranca education made a feature of
the curriculum of the higher achools.

“Life Insurance, so vitally affecting
nenrly every man and woman In the com-
munity and so Intimalely related to the
welfare of the masses,” Dr. Huebner
suys, addressing members of the nsso-
clatlon, “should find =ome place In the
currieuium of our high schools, preferably
In the senlor year.

"Life Insurince education In oolleges
and universities, however, should also be
amphnsized b'y all means, sines, to an

| Inerensing extent, college graduates he-

comn lenders in the community and In
themselves are educationn! forces in thelir
respective localitles,*”

To present the subfoct adequately and
in accordance with the needs of different
clnsses of students, Dr. Huebner &ug-

' gesta the following program, although he

snys he approciates thaot Ita full adoption
must be limited to the Ilargest Institu-
tions and must necersarlly depend upon

the number of candldntes offerfng thems-
selves for the respective courses:

“The establlshment of speclal courses
In actuarinl sclence. These courses can
advantageously be glven in the depart-
ment of mathematics,

virious departments of the hueiness, The
hnsitruction in this course should be tescli-
nival In character and cover the feld

BY COMMISSIONS

Nearly Every State Now
Has Such Bodies and
Their Decisions, Generally

. Speaking, Inspire Conlfi-
dence,

Comminslon regilntion of publie utilities
har grown so extensively In the Iast year
oF two that It Is now one of the mosl
important problema with which the pub-
llos mervice corporittlons of the country
have to deal,  Virtuplly svery State in
the Union ham a regulatory commisslon
of roma sort.

These commissionk and their relation
to Ihventors and publlie utility eampnnlies
are discussed In an article In the Maga-
gina of Wall Btrest by Arthur 8t George
Joyce, financial editor of the RvENiNG

Lporn, In which these facts are em-
phaslzed:
“Uommiselon  regulatlon of  publle

ntilitles has been discussed from many
nngles, and in the final analysis the judg-
ment of those who know has almost
universally been that where thin regulas
tion 18 equitably enforeed and the reg-
ulntory acts are of a Kind which In-
#pire conlldence, both from the genernl
publle and the utilities, siich eommis-
slona are of materinl benefit to all con-
cerned.

"There has bean a great deal of reguln-
tion within the lust faw years. Figures
show that an average of one State a
month enncted laws Iast year creating
these comminsions. Rupervision by State
and munloipal governments seems to ba
the order of the day. Government
ownership Is talked of In many sections,
and some municlipalities have gone Into
the buslncss of eporating strect rallwiy,
electrie light and power platits,

“The utllity corporations do not oblect
to reguiation by State or munleipalitys
On the other hand, they welcoms It
txpertence has ghown that In most of
the Btates wherein this supsevision Is In
foree there has heen a desire on the part
of the tommissloners ta look at esndi-
tions In a comman sense light, and give

recognition to the faot that the carpora-
tlons ns well as the general public have
rights which ought to b respected,. These
commiegsioners huve shown a  declded
tendeney to deal falrly with the corpora=
tlons, and while there have been handed
tdown some declalons which the utillties
operators and managers have regarded as
unfaly  and extremely  radieal,  there
hoave been others—and they huve beon
in the maforitr—wherein the commission-
ers have dealt with delieate situations In
n very commendnble manner,

ACTS CONSIDERED FATR.

On  the whole, therefore, the reg-
ulatory acts now In force are considered
fufr and rensonnble o both the publie
and the public service corporations,
Where regulatton Is fust and wisely nd-
ministerod, there dovelops i better foel-
Ing all avound and there 18 added pro-
teetlon glven the companies, the State
or munielpality, as the cass may b,

and the generial publle. Tn most of the
States which have commisslons, the one

big ndvantage to the Investing publie
which astande out promilpently, s the
nower aof supervislon which these ecomne-
missions have over the iksuance of
securlties by the public serviee oom-
panles—a dangerous power, incldentally,
when in the hands of an unskilled or

partisan comminklon,

“IL s mandatory, in thess States, for
campanlesa wishing to put en the murkiot
n gecurity Issuwe of any sort, to submit
thelr nceounts to investigation by the
commissionera, The latter g0 carefully
Into the NMnancinl condition of 1 eom-
puny to lenrn If the fsaue s whrrantml
